County residents opposed to new subdivision

Several citizens of the county at- 
tended Monday’s meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission to ex- 
press their concerns about a pro- 
posed subdivision. 

Ms. Donna Tompkins, spokesper- 
son for several residents of the Al- 
pha Heights Subdivision, addressed 
the commission posing several ques- 
tions concerning the development of 
Sandy Oaks Estate. 

A preliminary platt for the new 
subdivision was submitted to the 
commission by the developer, Porter 
Lunsford, who also owns the land. 
The platt was approved by the com- 
missioners on Feb, 13, 1995, 

According to Tompkins, there are 
138 residents living in the area: locat- 
ed near Harrand Creck just outside 
the Enterprise city limits, who feel 
that their rights are being violated. 

Tompkins told commissioners 
that it is her understanding that the 
developer plans to build high vol- 
ume low cost ($60,000 to $65,000 


per unit) housing units (townhouses) 
on the 24 lots. 

She, along with others, expressed 
the following concerns: 1) whether 
or not the construction (grading and 
lot preparation) could cause more 
flooding to their property located 
along Harrand Creek; 2) increased 
traffic through their normally quite 
neighborhood; 3) the possibility of 
their property value being lowered 
by the construction (homes currently 
built in the area range from $80,000 
to $100,000); 4) impact of the con- 
struction on the wet lands in the 
area; and 5) the effect on the sewage 
system (City of Enterprise) with the 
addition of 24 housing units. 

The group has also presented 
their woes to ‘the Enterprise City 
Council, but they were told since the 
property lies outside the city limits, 
they have no jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter. 

Members of the commission lis 
tened to Tompkins’ presentation, but 
told her that their hands were tied 
since they had already approved the 
preliminary platt. 


Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel told the group that Mr. Luns 
ford had met all the requirements set 
forth by the commission to build on 
his own property, 

In response to Tompkins’ and the 
group's concerns, Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks attempted to with 
draw the county’s approval to the 
preliminary platt, but his motion 
died for the lack of a second 

Another member of the group, 
Matti Palo attempted to address the 
body, but was ruled out of order by 
the commission chairman; however, 
later, during the general business 
session, Commissioner Brooks rec- 
ognized Palo and allowed him to 
speak, 

Palo told commissioners that he, 
on behalf of the group, would like to 
ask three things of the commission: 
1) ensure that the developer has ALI 
the proper permits before beginning 
construction; 2) be sure that Harrand 
Creek is not blocked or the flow ob- 
structed in any way increasing the 
risk of flooding; and 3) ensure that 
Lunsford is not infringing on the 


wellands surrounding the area 

Tompkins commented that the 

rps of Engineers aro expected to 
inspect the area concerning the wet- 
lands question. 

Without knowing exactly what 
further action they would take, the 
group left the meeting with the inten- 
lions of looking for other means to 
make their concerns known. 

County Engineer Randall Tindell 
informed the commissioners that the 
sale of several pieces of surplus 
equipment had netted the county 
$32,223.00, 

He asked for and received permis- 
sion to send out bid requests for a 
boom cutter to be used on the road 
right-of-ways. 

Tindell also noted that the county 
had several, 3 or 4, old cars that it 
needed to dispose of. The commis- 
sion agreed to advertise for sealed 
bids on the vehicles to be opened at 
the next meeting.

commissioners, Tindell told commis 
loners that his department had 189 
outstanding work orders. Thirty-

_ Alabama led the nation in 1994 in 
the number of outdoor-grown mari- 
juana plants that were located and 
destroyed as a result of the Domestic 
Marijuana Eradication Program. 

Statewide the program netted 
585,150 marijuana plants with an es- 
timated street value of $1.1 billion. 

Marijuana was located in 66 
counties in Alabama. The most 
plants were found in Jefferson 
County, where 177,487 plants were 
located and destroyed. Clay County

was second with 64, 893 plants and 
Conecuh County was third with 
31,308 plants. 

Locally, in Coffee County, 5,003 
plants were located and destroyed 
making it 22nd in the state. 

The eradication effort has result- 
ed in 124 arrests. 

“The cooperative efforts of law 
enforcement agencies throughout Al- 
abama, with support from the Na- 
tional Guard, are responsible for the 
program’s remarkable success,” stat- 
ed Col. Gene Mitchell, Alabama De: 
partment of Public Safety Director.

Program is managed in Alabama by 
the Narcotic Division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 

The program involves federal, 
state and local law enforcement 
agencies and the Alabama National 
Guard. 

Ground crews seek out and de- 
stroy the marijuana, and National 
Guard and state trooper pilots pro- 
vide aerial support for the program, 
which begins in May and continues 
through the fall. 

The following is a list of the ad- 
joining counties to Coffee County 
and the number of marijuana plants 
located and destroyed in each of 
them: Covington - 9,100; Crenshaw 
- 3,450; Pike - 700; Dale - 30; and 
Geneva - 1,241.

Elba Police Chief Max Hooks 
said this week that the department 
would begin enforcing the recently 
passed boom box ordinance. 

He said the new law had been dis- 
cussed at length by city officials, 
passed and advertised. 


Hooks explained the purpose of 


this law was to keep a person’s mu- 


sic from unduly disturbing another 


citizen, It applies to people walking 
with music box playing loud music, 
automobiles with loud music and to 
homes or business establishments 
playing loud music. 

The law defines the limits on mu- 
sic volume and sets out the fines for 
violations.

Jury finds Council guilty of capital 
murder - recommends life sentence

The eight-day trial of Robert Earl 
Council, of 614 W. Adams Street, 
Enterprise, for the murder of a na- 
tional guardsman, ended last Thurs- 
day ina guilty verdict. 

A jury of seven women and five 
men found Council, 20, guilty of 
capital murder in the shooting death 
of Ronald Talmadge Henderson, 
also of Enterprise, 

The charge of capital murder 
against Council came as a result of 
him allegedly shooting Henderson to 
death and stealing a Chinese SKS as- 
sault rifle. 

The jury returned its verdict after 
approximately four hours of deliber-

House Votes to Stem National Welfare Culture 


Last week, the House of Rep 
resentatives voted to restore hope to 
America’s welfare dependents by pro- 
moting work and selfsufficiency over 
public dependence. 

The House also streamlined 
assistance programs, including child 
nutrition, by eliminating duplicative 
bureaucratic layers. 

The results will mean contin 
ued funding for needed programs, 
including school lunches, while sav- 
ing $66 billion in taxpayer dollars. 

Washington has spent an esti- 
mated $5 trillion of taxpayer money 
on social welfare spending since the 
mid 1960’s — more than the entire 
cost of World War II. 

The “War on Poverty” is the 
most expensive war our nation has 
waged, and it’s a war we’ ve lost. 

The poverty rate, which had 
been on the decline from 1947 to 
1964, stopped falling when the “Great 
Society” welfare programs took ef- 
fect, Today the poverty rate is at 15.1 
percent, higher than the 14.7 percent 
rate when the nation began the “War 
on Poverty."

Here are the highlights of the 
Just-passed Personal Responsibility 
Act which now goes to the Senate. 

* Replaces several federal pov- 
erly programs (including AFDC, 
WIC, and child care) with a set of 
block grants that gives states broad 
authority to design their own, more 
effective programs. 

* Requires adults who receive 
cash benefits to work orattend school, 
and limits their benefits to a maxi- 
mum of five years.

Dyess and Hussey died in recent years. Driggers will killed in a shotout while responding to a complaint. A 
deputy sheriff was also wounded in the shooting. The killer was arrested, convicted and sent to the state pen. 

Parker, who left Elba for a career with the U. S. Marshal’s office before retiring and returning to serve until re 
cently as chief of the department, reminisced this week about life during those years. 

The department had one vehicle and Starting salary for a patrolman was $250 per month. He says a normal 
work day was 12 hours, with one day a week off. There was no overtime pay. Two days a week the town only 
had one officer on duty. Three nights a week there was only one officer on duty because one officer had to fill in 
as radio operator, 

During the day when both officers were out working, Robert Marsh answered the telephone and radio, He was 
just next door, as he had his insurance office in the same building . If Robert happened not to be in either, anyone 
who might be in the station answered the phone. There was usually someone around, because domino’s were fre 
quently played on the counter at the police station. 

Dick Dorman was the superintendent of the water and electric department and sometimes used the police de 
partment as his office. Thus he was available to answer phone calls and dispatch police officers. 

Parker also remembered the era as a time when children were under the control of their parents and there were 
no gangs or narcotics to contend with. In those days the police could enforce the law. Police officers knew the 
name of everybody in town, including the name of their cat and dog, even though there were 500 to 1000 more 
people living in Elba then. Elba experienced the usual domestic problems, bootleggers, thefts and once in a while 
a burglary. 

“I would not say things were easy, because at the time I left the police department to go back to college, I only 
had two uniform shirts. The others had been torn off me,” Parker said. He noted that the drunks coming back into 
town from Opp or the Pinhook Inn in Crenshaw County would not always go to jail peacefully, 

“My dad (the late Doc Parker) had been chief in Elba for 25 years and would just look at me, shake his head or 
laugh when he saw my swollen fist and black eyes”, explained Parker. He continued, “He would say the city did 
not hire me to be a boxer or a wrestler.” But he remembers that 35 years ago, if a police officer didn’t mind fight 
ing with the town bullies and drunks, the law could be enforced to ensure a peaceful environment for the citizens 
to live in. 3 

The retired law enforcement officer remembers, “The city had money in the bank, good credit, bustling indus 
try and ambitious plans for the future. The town owned it’s own electric plant and Elba was outgrowing itself, 
There were five or six grocery stores, two movie theatres, six clothing stores and three general stores which also 
sold feed and seed.” Parker ended the discussion with, “We can come back, we can build a brighter future. The 
formula is a simple one, Working Together’.

Proposed budget cuts: impact Alabama's rural communitie 


“Approximately 350 low income 
families and elderly households in 
Alabama may lose the opportunity to 
live in decent, safe and affordable 
apartments under proposed Fiscal 
Year 1995 budget cuts,” said Horace 
H. Horn, Jr., Acting State Director of 
Rural Economic and Community 
Development (RECD) Services (for- 
merly known as Farmers Home Aq- 
ministration). 

One of the major programs to 
Support rural economic development 
and provide affordable housing has 
been the Rural Economic and Com- 
munity Development Service’s Sec- 
tion 515 Rural Rental Housing pro- 
gram. RECD’s rental housing loans 
are made to provide affordable hous- 
ing for low-income and elderly rural 
residents, The House Appropriations 
Committee has proposed cutting 
$115 million from RECD’s Section 
515 program. 

There are 55 communities within 
Alabama that may be affected by the 
proposed funding cuts. There is cur- 
rently a backlog of 67 applications 
for new apartment complexes total- 
ling $53,739,400 to build 1,930
